An  Act  to  provide  for  the] licensing  of  sugar  factories  and 
regulating  the  supply  mid  the  prices  of  sugarcane  used 
in  such  factories  and  for  other  incidental  matters. 

Whhrbas  ii  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  licensing  of 
sugar  factories  and  regulating  the  supply  and  the  prices  of 
sugarcane  used  in  such  factories  and  for  other  incidental 
matters  j It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows  : — 

1.  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  1[Tamil  Nadu]  Sugar  Short  title* 

Factories  Control  Act,  1949.  extent  and

(2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  the  3[State  ; of  Tamil ment* 
Nadu], 

(3)  This  section  shall  come  into  force  at  once,  and  the 
Government  may,  from  time  to  time,  by  notification,  apply 
all  or  any  of  the  remaining  provisions  of  this  Act  to  the 
whole  or  any  portion  of  the  3[State  of  Tair  il  Nadu]  from 
such  date  or  dates  as  may  be  specified  in  the  notification.

This  Act  was  extended  to  the  merged  Slate  of  Pudukkottai  by  ’ 
section  3 of,  and  the  First  Schedule  to,  the  Madras  Merged  States 
(Laws)  Act,  1949  (MadrH  Act  XXXV  of  1949) . 

All  cesses  imposed,  assessed  or  collected  or  purporting  to  have 
been  imposed,  assessed  or  collected  under  this  Act  before  the  commen- 
cement of  the  Sugarcane  Cess  (Validation)  Act,  1961  (Central  Act 
38  of  1961)  were  validated  by  section  3 of  the  latter  Act.
